Vancouver special: 
The whole crest 
of a mountain over a m ile in eireum- 
feroncc slipped into L oughb orough in- 
jet, 100 miles fro n Vancouver up the 
rocky 
l i r i i L h Columb ia 
coast, last 
Saturday just b efore noon. 
The great 
slide was the result of an earthquake 
which shoOK the surrounding district 
for several seconds, and the resulting 
shock of the falling mountain top was 
apparent for a long distance. 
A t this 
part of the coast the mountains 
rise 
almost perpendicularly out of the wa­ 
ter for 700 or 800 feet. 
The mountain 
which fell was composed of a great 
crag which overhung the shore, -and a 
large slice of it sheared off into the 
b ay. 
The b reak 
extended 
b ack 500 
feet from the shore. 
Giant- trees and 
rocks were swept away as if they had 
b een toothpicks. 
Instead of crum b ling 
a- it fell, the huge mass of rock turned 
over and Hung itself far out into tb e 
b ay. 
Tb e splash caused a tidal wave 
which would have meant destruction 
to any vessel in its way.

it was, 
several small b oats three miles away 
ware piled up on the b each, and 
two 
b ooms of logs ready to b e sent to Van­ 
couver wore thrown out of the water 
and practically wrecked.
